The Yardstick for 
Warm Air Heating 


Every business must have a definite 
and well-founded method of procedure if 
that business is to be successful. Guess- 
work, as you know, merely leads to 
chaos. Greater still, it leads to the loss 
ef money on the part of the individuals 
concerned, 


The warm air furnace industry must 
have sound principles to follow. Guess- 
work must be eliminated because, as we 
have shown heretofore, it one time 
started the business on a downward 
grade and the only thing that will bring 
it back, is well-founded, standard prin- 
ciples. 


The Standard Code is the best yard- 
stick that the warm air furnace industry 
ever has had. Its principles are not 
new or theoretical. In fact, it & based 
on principles employed by furnace in- 
stallers who know their business and 
are profiting by it. 


The working of the Code is simple 
arithmetic; therefore it is easy for any- 
one to handle. To find the exact area 
required for the basement pipes and 
stacks, all you do is to measure the glass 
and divide by 12; measure the exposed 
wall and divide by 60; measure the room 
for cubical contents and divide by 800. 
Add these sums together, multiply by a 
number given in the Code, depending 
upon the floor upon which the room is 
located and you have the exact area 
of the basement pipe in square inches re- 
quired for that room. For first floor 
rooms, the wall stacks are the same 
area as the leader pipes, but for second 
and third floor rooms, you deduct 30 
percent. Can you think of any other 
methed that is more accurate and at the 
same time, easier to handle? 


So when you go to figure a job, follow 
the principles of the Standard Code. Se- 
lect the location for your register and 
determine its size, (The best location 
for it is also given in the Standard Code). 
The size of the register will tell you, 
together with the dimensions of the 
leader pipes and stacks, how much ma- 
terial is required for this part of the 
heating system. Then select your fur- 
mace and get the cost of it. (The selec- 
tion of the furnace will be discussed 
next month). 


From your experience in the Warm Air 
Heating Industry, you know how long it 
takes to put in the job. Then, know- 
ing what each one of your mechanics 
who will work on the job will receive, 
you can figure your labor cost. Add 
these costs together and you will have 
the total cost of the job. 


This procedure, you will agree, is a 
definite one. As stated above, it is now 
employed by furnace installers who 
know their business and are profiting by 
it. Use the Standard Code in 1926. You 
will not only have a definite line on your 
work but you will show the public that 
you know your business and they wil! 
recognize you as an authority.

the sheet metal cornice. The work 
of the Joint Cornice and Educa- 
tional Publicity Committee, headed 
by George Harms, Chairman, and 
Paul Biersach, George Thesmacher, 
Joseph C. Gardner, Louis Luck- 
hardt, W. C. Markle and others, is 


well known to everyone in the in- 


dustry. The cornice book issued by 
the National Association of Sheet 
Metal Contractors is in the hands of 
architects all over the country. And 
now comes the race for the honor 
of being the first sheet metal con- 
tractor to have a cornice changed 
from stone to sheet metal while the 
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building is under construction. 

The first instance to come to our 
attention of the plans being changed 
from stone to sheet metal cornice is 
that of the Mayflower Apartments, 
located in Louisville, Kentucky. The 
sheet metal contractor who claims 
the honor of being the first to effect 
the change is the Kirchdorfer- 
‘Hutchison Company, Louisville, 
Kentucky.

The succeeding photographs 
and sketch show how the transition 
from stone to metal was effected. 

All of the wrought lookouts and 
structural iron was furnished and 
erected by the Kirchdorfer-Hutch- 
ison Company. The metal used 
was Newport Open Hearth Char- 
coal Iron—Gohi Brand No. 26- 
Gauge, primed with Galvanite Pri- 
mer and painted with a shop coat 
of red lead and oil. The tin used 
was Target and Arrow. 

The large double pitch skylights 


and ventilators which are not shown 
are made of the same materials and 
made by the sheet metal contractor 
in his work shop. 
Contractors Claim First 
Honors 

This job was changed from stone 
to metal on March 25th, 1925, and 
the company claims to be the first to 
offer results in this campaign for 
metal cornices. 

One of the illustrations shows a 
working design for the proposed 
change from stone to metal cornice. 
It should be noted that the metal ex- 
tends entirely thru the masonry for 
the purpose of damp proofing. 

Another illustration gives the 
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Showing Method of Construction as Actually Built into the Masonry. Note Also Sheet Metal Roofs on Dwelling 


actual method of construction as it 


is actually built into the masonry, 
while still another shows a close-up 
view of the metal cornice as it is 


actually put on. 


Canopy Has Metal Ceiling 
and Roof 


The metal marquise over the 
main entrance of the building was 
also erected by this company. It is 
constructed with a wrought iron 
frame, with galvanized enrichment. 
It has a metal ceiling and a sheet 
metal roof, 

The photograph of the group of 
individuals are those members of 
the Kirchdorfér-Hutchison Compa- 
ny who in their several capacities 
had an actual commission in bring- 
ing the work to a successful comple- 
tion.

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Armco in New Prestige Building 
Incident Series 


Significant Incidents Made 
Basis for Human Interest Copy 


By BENNETT CHAPPLE, Director Publicity, American Rolling 
Mill Company 


T WAS Emerson who said, “An 

institution is but the lengthened 
shadow of a man.” With slight 
alteration of that thought, we get 
what is today the modern concep- 
tion of an industry. It is this: “An 
organization is but the lengthened 
shadow of its leaders.” 

Picture to the world the ideals, 
the policies, the principles of an or- 
ganization, and the world will come 
to know that organization for what 
it is. And from the loftiness of 
these ideals, the soundness of these 
policies, the fairness of those prin- 
ciples, as weighed, tested, approved 
and disapproved, the public gives to 
that organization its evaluation in 
the affairs of the world. 

How Is Building of Prestige 
Possible? 

“We are what people think we 
are.” People grow in our estima- 
tion only when a close-up reveals 
sturdy character. We recognize that 
out of certain traits of character 
comes honesty of purpose. All hon- 
esty of purpose begets confidence. 
As it is with persons, so it is with 
organizations. 

Large organizations are beginning 
to take the public more and more 
into their confidence. They are be- 
ginning to realize that building in- 
dustrial prestige through industrial 
advertising is the only solid foun- 
dation on which to build. 

This thought is leading to a 
newer understanding as to the pos- 
sibilities of business paper advertis- 
ing. The modern locomotive isa 
wonderful invention. It carries the 
commerce of the nation on its back, 
and yet I understand it is only about 
7 per cent efficient in converting 
coal into steam power. It seems to 
me this situation is analogous to 
that of business paper advertising. 
It is doing a wonderful job right 
now, but it is still possible to gen- 


erate more advertising power out of 
the dollars we are shoveling into 
the great industrial paper machines. 

How to get this greater return for 
our advertising dollar is the big 
problem. 

The one thing any institution has 
made that is different from any 
other institution of its kind is its 
personality. The personality of a 
corporation is necessarily made up 
of the human side of its existence; 
the relationship of management and 
workers and this effect on its prod- 
uct; its relation to customers on one 
side and stockholders on the other, 
both of whom it must serve suc- 
cessfully; its community relation- 
ship and its moral standard, as re- 
flected by the attitude of the com- 
pany towards the broader issues of 
life. 

Here, then, is a theme for copy 
presentation that is distinctive for 
each individual company, and upon 
which its industrial prestige must 
be built. 

Of What Should Message 
Consist? 

In other words, should our ad- 
vertising be limited to selling mes- 
sages dealing with products, or 
should it be made up of felling 
messages that reveal intimately 
what the company stands for in the 
every-day work of the world? 

The opinion of the purchasing 
agent, the man to whom we are bid- 
ding for business, is important. He 
considers prices, yes; deliveries, 
very important; quality, certainly. 
But back of these there is some- 
thing else—subtle, powerful, persua- 
sive—that moulds favorable consid- 
eration, unexpressed yet tangible, 
when it comes to his final decision. 
Invariably these men declare that 
prices, terms, quality and delivery 
are all conditioned on who is back 
of what is offered. If this is so, 
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then the building of industrial pres- 
tige through industrial advertising 
is a mighty important angle. 

The kind of advertising best cal- 
culated to promote industrial pres- 
tige in industrial advertising will 
always remain a matter of personal 
judgment. 

How One Firm Is Developing 

Personality 

In trying to find the way, Armco 
has hit upon the plan of developing 
its personality to the reader through 
a simple recital of certain incidents, 
trivial at the time, which gave birth 
to certain well-defined policies that 
are the very foundation of our bus- 
iness today. 

It is always interesting to stop in 
the mad rush of life, to ponder over 
the sublimity of the insignificant. 
What do I mean? Just this—little 
incidents of your life and mine have 
changed the course of our lives. 
Where did you first meet your wife, 
and what incident attracted her to 
you, or you to her? Think back! 
What incident has decided you to 
take up the work that has led you 
into the advertising business? 
That’s what I mean by an incident. 
Your life is full of incidents, and 
so is mine. Incidents pile up expe- 
rience, and experience builds char- 
acter and prestige. 

A great organization is just like 
an individual. It grows through 
incidents. So in order to give a 
distinctiveness to prestige-building 
copy for 1926, we searched out sev- 
eral incidents that have been step- 
ping stones in the progress of our 
company and have made each inci- 
dent the basis for an advertisement 
in business papers. 

Organization Grows Through 

Incidents 

These incidents are as follows: 

1. “What a stalled engine taught 
a growing industry,” an incident 
that gave birth to our “Foreman’s 
Forum and Advisory Committee,” 
the constant contact between men 
and management, and a positively 
marvelous creator of understanding 
among men working toward a com- 
mon end.

story of Armco’s Americanization 
work, by which 90 per cent of 
the foreign-born have been made 
American citizens. 

3. “Crystallizing the Spirit of 
Men,” an incident of the Armco ball 
field that gave to our President the 
inspired definition of account of.a 
mere incident that developed into 
one of America’s gigantic industrial 
organizations. 

Industrial advertising is one of 
the newest activities in the business 
world. Machinery and manufac- 
tured products represent the very 
backbone of present-day civiliza- 
tion. Great engineering projects 
mark the progress of the world, and 
industrial advertising must become 


more and more a factor in our lives. 

In the ultimate progress of the 
world it isn’t what kind of gum we 
chew, what kind of breakfast food 
we eat, what kind of tooth paste we 
use, what kind of perfume we smell, 
what kind of clothes we wear— 
these things are important, but the 
big things in life are what kind of 
houses will we live in, what kind of 
machinery will serve us, what kind 
of communication will we have be- 
tween people and nations. 

Here’s something for the indus- 
trial advertising man to translate 
into terms of real human achieve- 
ment. Building industrial prestige 
through industrial advertising is one 
of the ways to reach that goal. 


George H. Charls Becomes Head of

“Mr. Charls is a man of wide ex- 
perience in the steel industry and I 
have every confidence in his leader- 
ship and ability to successfully fill 
the office of President. 

“Mr. L. G. Pritz, who, at the 
special recommendation of Mr. 
Charls, has been chosen by the 
Board as Vice President and Gen- 
eral Manager, has had full charge 
of the production operations of the 
plant and his successful services 
have demonstrated his fitness for the 
position of General Manager. 

“I have every confidence in both 
Mr. Charls and Mr. Pritz and feel 
that they have merited the recog- 
nition for services and advancement 
that they have received from the 
Board. 

“T will continue as Chairman of 
the Board of Directors and in such 
capacity have general supervision 
over the business and affairs of 
United Alloy Steel Corporation.” 
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Mr. Charls, who has been elected 
President, is just completing his 
twenty-fifth year of experience in 
the steel business, during which 
time, after two years spent in the 
operating department of the Amer- 
ican Rolling Mill Company, he 
filled the positions of shipping, or- 
der and invoice clerk, assistant cash- 
ier, traffic manager, salesman, as- 
sistant sales manager, sales manager 
and assistant secretary, vice presi- 
dent and management committee=— 
all with the American Rolling Mill 
Company, with which concern he 
spent seventeen years. 

For four years he was Vice Pres- 
ident and General Manager of the 
Stark Rolling Mill Company and 
the Berger Manufacturing Com- 
pany, now merged with United Al- 
loy Steel Corporation, and for four 
years was Vice President and Gen- 
eral Manager of United Alloy Steel 
Corporation. 

During this entire period Mr. 
Charls has directed his efforts to the 
manufacture and sale of specialty 
high-grade iron and steel. It was 
through his efforts that pure iron 
was manufactured in the open 
hearth furnace. 

Mr. Charls has long been recog- 
nized an authority on the corrosion 
of iron and steel and is the patentee 
of Toncan Copper Molybdenum 
rust-resisting iron and of a special 
acid-resisting chrome silicon steel. 

Mr. Charls has always been an 
advocate of the square deal policy 
in dealing with labor, and the pres- 
ent employe-stockholder plan now 
in effect with United Alloy Steel 
Corporation, which he created, is 
recognized as one af the most prac- 
tical and feasible plans in use in the 
steel industry.

Mr. Pritz started in the steel bus- 
iness with the Illinois Steel Com- 
pany, devoting all his time to the 
production of high-grade alloy 


steels. He left this company to take 
charge of the steel plant of the Tim- 
ken Roller Bearing Company, where 
he was very successful in introduc- 
ing new methods and producing a 
high standard of bearing steel. He 
then became Vice President in 
charge of operations at the Sizer 
Forge Company, in the production 
of fine tool, die block and alloy 
steels.

Showing H. S. Gundlach How to Develop 


Pattern for Sheet Metal Casket Cover 


Procedure Followed Same as That 
Employed in Making Square Mitre 


ESPONDING to the inquiry of 

H. S. Gundlach, Lincoln, IIli- 
nois, who desires the method of de- 
veloping patterns for a casket cover 
as per diagrams, I wish to say that 
the enclosed drawing will give the 
solution in a simple manner. The 
treatment follows the same proce- 
dure as any square miter, whether 
for cornice, gutter, or curved top. 
The end section is all that is neces- 
sary in a shop working drawing, as 


from it the miter cut is developed 
and then this pattern is used for 
marking off the others of the top. 
So first draw the section through 
end, according to size and curva- 
ture, and then divide the arc in any 
number of equal spaces; eight in 
this case. The arc or segment should 
be described by means of a compass, 
locating the center by the bi-sec- 
tion method, or by a series of trials. 
Next pick the girth from the sec- 


tion with dividers, and set the spaces 
off below, as from 1 to 5 in this case. 
Observe this is the girth of the curve 
in the side elevation, while the end 
section gives width. 

By drawing stretchout lines 
through each of these points, and 
then from each point in section as 
1-2-3-4-5 drop points or lines to 
cross lines in stretchout of similar 
number as in roints 1-2’-3’-4’-5’. 
Sketch a uniform line through these 
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points and you have the pattern for 
the end. Observe, by taking this end 
pattern and adjusting it so the line 
1-5 will rest over the line 1-5 of pat- 
tern for top; the same miter 1-5’ is 
produced. In this case we develop 
the miter, but it can be marked as 
well from the end pattern, since they 
are both the same miter line. 

All such work follows closely the 
nature of architectural cornice work, 
and to obtain a good knowledge of 


detailing architectural designs, as 
well as developing such patterns, is 
the fundamental basis of the casket 
work. Edges for soldering and at- 
taching the rim, or other parts, must 
be allowed extra, since we only de- 
velop the net patterns. The same 
treatment may be followed for any 
size or curvature of top or length 
of casket, only for each different 
size a separate pattern must be de- 


veloped.

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Practicing Ourselves What 
We Preach to Others 


46 HAT is good for the goose is also good for the 

gander,” is an old but useful platitude which can 
be easily and effectively interpreted in terms of our own 
industry, into “what is good for the furnace installer is 
also good for the manufacturer.” 

In our everyday life we enjoy listening to our minister 
Lecause he, supposedly, by his training and natural apti- 
tude, is able to interpret for us the word of God; he 
gives us food for thought; he inspires us to live better 
lives, to think cleaner thoughts; we derive benefit by 
cur contact with his mind. 

We seek and abide by the advice of our doctor, because 
we want to be well and we have confidence in his ability 
to make us so. 

We lean heavily upon the advice of our business part- 
ner or our advisory committee because the experience of 
these men and their success in the accumulation of the 
world’s goods builds up in our minds a confidence in their 
judgment and business acumen. 

Suppose, however, that positive proof reaches us that 
the minister in whom we have every confidence is not 
conducting his own private life in accordance with the 
precepts which he preaches. Suppose we overhear our 
doctor jokingly tell some other doctor friend how he had 
bulldozed us into believing we had some ailment that we 
did not have, and he was thereby able to extract a large 
fee. Suppose we discover that our partner or adviser 
in business is entering questionable business deals under 
cover or is subtly misinforming us for his own aggrand- 
izement. What happens to our confidence in these men? 
It is irretrieveably shattered, much to our digust. 

In the warm air heating industry we have heard a 
great deal about the Standard Furnace Code. It was 
criginated, perfected and adopted after the expenditure 
of much money and grueling labor by practically all of 
the manufacturers of warm air furnaces. These same 
manufacturers are now spending a great deal of whole- 
some effort to get the Standard Furnace Code established 
and used by all the furnace installers. 


Under these circumstances imagine the surprise and 
chagrin which attends the revelation concerning the pro- 
posed installation of a warm air furnace, by one of these 
manufacturers, which appears to be designed in total dis- 
regard of the precepts of the Standard Furnace Code. 
The facts in the case were submitted by one of our read- 
ers and are to be found on page 31 of this issue. Other 
interesting questions are asked by this same reader which 


some manufacturers are going to find difficult. 
Everyone who has studied the Standard Furnace Code 


at all knows its potentialities for good in the industry. 
Everyone wishes to see it firmly established in the service 
of the home owner. But we cannot overlook the dire 
results attendant upon a manufacturer’s failure to use it 


or its equivalent to govern his own activities, while at 
the same time he preaches its use to the installer. There 
is no easier way to shatter confidence in the Code than 
by procedure such as that. To follow the doctrine of, 
“do as I say, not as I do” will not build lasting confidence. 
To be worthy of confidence our own conduct must be 
irreproachable at all times. 





How the Rut of Inertia Can 
Be Obliterated 


HAT percentage of failures are directly traceable 

to the rut of inertia? If it were possible to analyze 
this subject minutely the results would be astounding. 
How many young people are there who handicap them- 
selves at the outset of life by committing the error of 
hypnotising themselves into believing that because a high 
school or college education was denied them they. are 


doomed to mediocrity or to failure? 
We are penalized in this life for our inertia as we are 


for the breaking of the law, the only difference being that 
in the first instance we are transgressing a law of nature, 
while in the latter we are acting contrary to the laws 
which the majority have decided to abide by. 

One outstanding fallacy of human nature is the tend- 
ency to let habit control the mind as well as the bodily 
action. Habit is a fine and necessary trait, but it can also 
become our undoing if we permit it to get control of our 


minds. It must be kept subservient to mental activity. 
However, when we permit habit to assume control of 


the mind, we impede mental action to a point where we 
concentrate upon routine matters, to the utter extinction 
oi that research, pioneering or foraging spirit so neces- 


sary to the healthy growth of the business. 
Habit is like a thief in the night. Unless you keep a 


close watch it steals upon you unawares and gradually as- 
sumes control of the engineer’s seat in your mental as 
well as your physical self. It is said that a frog placed 
into a cold pan of water over a slow fire can be boiled to 
death without knowing the difference. Many persons 
in their attitude toward habit are like that. They permit 
habit to assume complete control of their bodies as well 
as of their minds; consequently with each succeeding 
day they drop further and further into the rut of inertia 
—habit bound. 

In any analysis of human character—and when you 
as an employer of men are interviewing a prospective 
employee, you are analyzing character—you must and 
co take into consideration the extent to which the pros- 


pect is habit bound. 
Therefore analyze yourself and discard all habits 


which have a tendency to affect your freedom of thought. 
You will then be in a far better position to think out a 
workable and profitable sales plan for the coming year. 
Beware of habits that tend to bias judgment. Have such 
freedom of mind that your decisions will be based upon 
judgment rendered only after a true knowledge of the 
facts and a sense of justice dictate.

Other Factors Are Safety, Strength of Man- 
ufacturer and His Capicity to Fill Orders 


NE of the foremost questions 
O among men in the warm air 
heating industry of the past two or 
three years has been “Shall I or 
shall I not handle oil burners?” In 
spite of the volumes of information 
out on that subject many dealers are 
still at sea as to the wisdom of han- 
dling and what kind or make. 

The development of a device for 
burning fuel oil instead of coal for 
domestic and industrial purposes has 
seen a mushroom growth. There 
are said to be over 2,000 makes on 
the market, each ambitious inventor 
striving for success and eager to 
“tell the world” his is the best and 
safest on the market. 

Some Skepticism Still in Public 
Mind 


Rigging up oil burners has been 
undertaken by men in all walks of 
life, mechanics and would-be me- 
chanics alike. The elementary prin- 
ciples are comparatively simple and 
before the designer realizes it, he has 
concocted a device which comes in 
the category of oil burners. 

The real work comes, however, in 
developing the burner after it has 
passed the crude state. The patent 
office at Washington is flooded with 
new ideas along this line, hundreds 
employing practically identical prin- 
ciples of construction. 

Because of the obvious failures of 
many oil burners and the danger in- 
volved through faulty design and 
construction, a great deal of skepti- 
cism exists on the part of the public. 
In an effort to assist our readers 
who have delayed adding this line, 
or those who are about to make a 
change, a few facts that will aid in 
making a wise selection will, we 
hope, be valuable. 

Because of the convenience, mea- 


.ger attention required and a cost of 
operation that ordinarily does not 


exceed that of coal, the field for 
burners throughout the northwest 


with its long, cold winters has been 
growing by leaps and bounds. 

There are dealers who were pio- 
neers in selling this device, but who 
later have many times regretted their 
haste. The burner proved a “flop” 
through faulty design, or the manu- 
facturer did not have financial sta- 
bility to endure. This has resulted 
in dealers discovering that they had 
“orphans” on their hands, an im- 
possibility to get parts or service, 
and consequent dissatisfaction being 
aimed at the dealer by the user. The 
first essentials to consider, therefore, 
are, has the burner proved a success, 
is it growing in popular favor and is 
the company financially sound and 
reputable. Other features, of course, 
enter into the problem, such as the 
cost of the burner, is it well adver- 
tised, is it safe, is the factory 
equipped for sufficient production so 
that after a prospect is developed in- 
to a buyer, there isn’t danger in los- 
ing the sale through inability of the 
manufacturer to fill orders. Also is 
the factory reasonably accessible for 
parts, etc. 

A Hint on the Safety Feature 

Regarding the safety feature, it is 
obviously impossible for the dealer 
to personally test the various makes 
and for that reason it would seem 
that to take the word of the Under- 
writers’ Laboratories of Chicago 
would be the logical step to take. Of 
course, the fact that a burner has 
not been O. K.’d by this organiza- 
tion does not mean that it is not safe, 
as many manufacturers have _not 
submitted their product for a test. 
But given the O. K. of that organi- 
zation all doubts as to its safety are 
removed. 

As with the marketing of any 
other product, some companies make 
a grand splurge, through sensational 
claims and advertising, but the 
“spring quickly runs down” as it 
were and the merit of the burner 
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isn’t sufficient to produce a momen- 
tum to carry it along. The test to 
make is the tried and true one, 
checking over older installations and 
the verdict of their owners. 

The cost of the burner is an im- 
portant one and it is up to the dealer 
to decide what a reasonable limit is 
for the residents of his community. 
A high priced product would be the 
thing for one neighborhood, while a 
medium or lower priced burner 
would be the only salable device in 
another community. 


The foregoing are some of the 
questions that the dealer should ask 
himself in determining upon the 
make of burner he intends to take 
on. Careful consideration of these 
points will help to avert some of the 
pitfalls many dealers have found 
themselves in by not thoroughly 
studying the question. 





S. E. Dibble Appointed to 
Fill Newly Made Ahrens 
Professorship at Carnegie 


Theodore Ahrens, president of the 
Standard Sanitary Manufacturing 
Company, has realized a long-cher- 
ished dream, and Carnegie Institute 
of Technology, Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania, has become the first educa- 
tional institution of standing to place 
plumbing, heating and ventilating on 
a plane with other branches of engi- 
neering. 

These accomplishments result 
from the endowment, by Mr. 
Ahrens, of a chair at Carnegie Insti- 
tute, to be known as the Theodore 
Ahrens Professorship. Mr. Ahrens 
has been keenly interested for many 
years in the education of artisans in 
the plumbing and heating industries, 
and his gifts to trade schools and 
similar establishments have been 
generous in size and broadly dis- 
tributed. 

In Louisville, Kentucky, is being 
built the Theodore Ahrens Trade 
School, at a cost of a quarter of a 
million dollars, and in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, special courses have 
been developed at one of the public 
schools in which nearly 200 appren- 
tice plumbers are now studying. 
Baltimore, New Orleans, Cincinnati 
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and other cities have benefited from 
this interest of Mr. Ahrens in the 
“man on the job.” There is no gain- 
saying the fact that this step will 
have a great deal to do with elevat- 
ing the status of plumbing and heat- 
ing contracting, which have hereto- 
fore been considered as trades to be 
learned only by application and de- 
velopment from the apprentice 
stage. 

The work that will be done at 
Carnegie Institute under this endow- 
ment will undoubtedly offer oppor- 


tunities for advancement and tech- 
nical training to many a young fel- 
low who has, with a high school 
education, gone into the plumbing 
or heating business from the neces- 
sity of carning his own living. 

The honor of being the first to 
occupy the chair under the Theodore 
Ahrens’ Professorship has _ been 
given to Professor S. E. Dibble, of 
the Carnegie Institute of Technol- 
ogy, who is also president of the 
American Society of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers. 


Angus K. Campbell, Pioneer Warm

NGUS K. CAMPBELL, presi- 
dent of the Campbell Heating 
Company, and pioneer of Iowa, died 
at his home, 1129 Euclid Avenue, 
Des Moines, Iowa, January 10, at

great grandfather was one of the 
founders of Washington College, 
now Washington and Lee University. 

Mr. Campbell graduated from 
Marietta college in Ohio in the class 
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preceding that of General Rufus 
Dawes, father of the Vice President. 

In 1858 Mr. Campbell was mar- 
ried to Miss Sarah Belle Evans and 
shortly afterwards came to Iowa, 
settling at Newton. Trained as a 
printer, he then engaged in publish- 
ing the Jasper County Free Press 
jointly with his brother, F. T. 
Campbell. At the outbreak of the 
civil war he voluntered as a soldier, 
but was rejected. 

He was admitted to the bar and 
entered the practice of law in part- 
nership with Judge O. C. Howe. 
His hobby, however, was the study 
of heating and ventilation, and later 
he invented and patented the circula- 
tory method of heating. This inven- 
tion led to his embarking in the 
manufacture of heating appliances. 

Moving to Des Moines in 1886 he 
became the head of the Campbell 
Heating Company and still contin- 
ued in that capacity at the time of 
his death. 

While living in Newton, he served 
as regent of the State University of 
lowa. 

Mrs. Sarah Campbell died in 
October, 1907, at the age of 72, and 
some years later he was again mar- 
ried to Florence Tweed of Law- 
rence, Kansas. 

Surviving are his widow, six sons 
and three daughters. They are 
Charles E., George Waldo, Horace 
D., Arch S., and Mrs. Alice Galu- 
sha, all of Des Moines; Alfred, of 
Memphis, Tennessee, Everett K. of 
Kansas City, Missouri, Mrs. Edith 
Larson of Oakland, California, and 
Mrs. Grace Macartney of Mobile, 
Alabama.

“Whereas, in the light of current 
knowledge, the supply of as large an 
air volume in school rooms as 30 
cubic feet per minute, per capita, is 
necessarily accompanied with dan- 
gerous overheating of the school 
room in order to avoid resulting 
drafts, and 

“Whereas the use of ozone and 
other chemicals for treating school- 
room air has little or no scientific 
justification and little or no practical

“Resoived, That the system of

Operations in Steel Market Are Resumed 
at December Rate—Steel Ingot Pro- 
duction in 1925 Exceeds All Records 


Pig Iron Market Quiet— Demand Continues 
Quiet But Prices Steady in Non-Ferrous Metals 


N GENERAL specifications for 

finished steel are holding up well, 
in spite of the effect of the holiday 
interruptions. Operations for the 
industry are estimated at between 
85 and 90 per cent of ingot making 
capacity. In certain quarters, par- 
ticularly in Chicago, no noticeable 
break in the brisk volume of bus- 
iness and specifications has oc- 
curred, while in other localities, for 
instance in the valley and in Cleve- 
land, operations have been curtailed, 
due to what is called a “dead spot” 
in the market. Pittsburgh district 
steelworks continue at about 90 per 
cent of ingot capacity. 

Steel bars continue as one of the 
outstanding favorable items in the 
finished steel market. Orders are 
increasing in volume and deliveries 
are tightening. Prices are firm at 
2.00 cents, Pittsburgh, and 2.10 
cents has been obtained for favor- 
able tonnage. Steel plates are being 
sold at 1.80 cents, Pittsburgh, and 
less in eastern territory and 1.85 
cents to 1.90 cents out of Pitts- 
burgh and Cleveland. While some 
business in structural shapes still is 
going at 1.90 cents, Pittsburgh, the 
bulk of orders are at 2.00 cents. 
About 15,000 tons of plates for oil 
tankage is before western mills, and 
producers of finished steel in the 
Chicago district see 200,000 tons of 
steel for cars in sight. 


Copper 

The red metal has been fairly 
steady about 14.12% cents delivered 
(14.25 cents midwest, lake or elec- 
trolytic) for some time. 


A little domestic business is done 
from day to day but few big ton- 
nages, and little export business is 
done. 


Shipments continue of good size. 


Tin 

The New York market today has 
followed the London market so far 
as the price goes, but still remains 
in a very dull condition. 

Sellers ask 62.75 cents for Straits 
tin prompt delivery, 62.50 cents for 
January, 62.3714 cents for Febru- 
ary, 62.00 cents for March and 
61,75 cents for April and beyond. 

A little business is being done 
each day for prompt and January 
delivery but buying for forwards 
continues negligent. 

Zinc 

Whether from the same cause or 
not the market here also is slightly 
easier in tone. 

The increase shown in the output 
coincides with the almost complete 
cessation of foreign shipments, 
leaving domestic demand alone to 
absorb the production. 

The prospects are that consump- 
tion here will continue on the same 
good scale, and January is indeed 
expected to overtop December, 
which showed nearly 50,000 tons 
domestic shipments. 

Lead 

Demand has been pretty steady 
though not in exceptional volume, 
and deliveries into consumption 
continue large, maintaining a 
healthy domestic situation. 

American Smelting and Refining 
Company’s price is 9.25 cents, New 
York. 

Old Metals 

Wholesale quotations in the Chi- 
cago district, which should be con- 
sidered as nominal, are as follows: 
Old steel axles, $17.00 to $17.50; 
old iron axles, $25.50 to $26.00; 
steel springs, $18.50 to $19.00; No. 
1 wrought iron, $13.50 to $14.00; 
No. 1 cast, $16.00 to $16.50, all 
per net tons. Prices for non-ferrous 


metals are quoted as follows, per 
pounds: Light copper, 9 cents; 
zinc, 5 cents, and cast aluminum, 20 
cents. 
Solder 

Chicago warehouse prices on 
solder are as follows: Warranted 
50-50, $41.50; commercial 45-55, 
$39.00, and plumbers’, $36.50, all 
per 100 Ibs. 


Pig Iron 

At Pittsburgh were it not for 
heavy pig iron shipments the market 
practically would be devoid of ac- 
tivity. 

Customers are taking all the iron 
due them and asking that shipments 
be hurried. 

Most furnaces are behind on de- 
liveries, finding it difficult to ac- 
commodate normal stockpiles. 

Néw orders are confined to a few 
small lots of foundry or bessemer 
iron. Nothing is noted in basic. 
Price levels are unchanged, but ap- 
parently firm. 

The largest inquiry pending this 
week involves 500 tons of foundry 
iron. 

At Chicago the northern pig iron 
market shows a trifle more spot 
buying and inquiry than in Decem- 
ber but is not as active as it is 
expected to be within a few weeks. 

The market on No. 2 foundry 
and malleable is unchanged at $23, 
Chicago furnace. 

A Wisconsin implement maker is 
inquiring for 1,500 tons of foundry 
and 500 tons of silvery iron. 

Inquiries are out from several 
Chicago foundries for 500 to 1,000 
tons each. The St. Paul railroad 
is inquiring for 2,500 tons of 
malleable for the first half. 

At Birmingham the southern pig 
iron market is strong at $22 to $23, 
base, though sales are light.
